THE “ LAKES-TO-THE GULF" ROUTE 


Y/hen the Marking of This Link Is 
Completed, It Is the Intention 
to Turn 
North and Pro­ 
ceed to Marshall. 


Prof. A. G. Norris started Wednes­ 


day mc m ing overland for Springfield 


on his contract to mark the Sedalia- 


Springfield highway along the entire 


route, in accordance with the scheme 
approved at the meeting held in this 
city on the night of August 13, by 
representatives 
of 
the 
cities 
and 
towns between here and Springfield 
with members of the Sedalia Boos­ 
ters’ club and Secretary John T. Stin­ 
son, of the Missouri state fair. 
The designation agreed upon is a 
broad white band 22 
inches 
high 
around telegraph and telephone poles: 
below this white band will lie one in 
sharp red five inches high, then on 
the white band will be stenciled the 
letters, “ L. G.,” in black, signifying 
“Lakes to Gulf” highway, this 139- 
mile stretch being a link in that 1,809- 
mile chain of road that connects Du­ 
luth, Minn., with the Gulf of Mexico. 
An automobile from Ionia met Prof. 
Norris in this city and will convey 
him to the county line, the marking 
being done while en route; at Ionia a 
machine from Lincoln will cover the 
next leg of the journey; at Lincoln 
a Warsaw’ machine will be in wait­ 
ing, and so on down the line through 
Fristoe, Cross Timbers, Preston, Ur­ 
bana, Louisburg, Buffalo and thence 
into Springfield. 
After Ine completion of the m ark­ 
ing of this link, it is designed to turn 
north toward and through Marshall, 
and, if the active co-operation of the 
citizens of towns and localities on 
north through Iowa and Minnesota 
can be secured, the same system of 
marking will he carried 
along 
the 
whole route. 
Springfield is expected 
to take up the work there and carry 
it on south toward the gulf.

Will “Boss” Convicts and State Offi­ 
cials in Hauling and Spreading 
Gravel Today, According 
to a Dispatch. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Aug. 19.—Resi­ 


dents of ninety 
Missouri 
counties 


spent yesterday improving the high­ 


ways in their vicinities. 
When the 


last tired worker had laid down his 


pick and shovel, the teams had been 
put up” and red “bandannas” had 
been removed from perspiring sun­ 
burned necks, it was estimated that 
Missouri roads had been improved to 
the extent of $1,000,000 by the 150,000 
earnest, hard-working Road Day vol­ 
unteers. 
Reports received by the state high­ 
way departm ent and state officials 
showed that there was a very effec­ 
tive organization in ninety counties 
and improved road machinery in sev­ 
enty-five counties. 
Twelve 
hundred 
men, 
including 
many state officers and clerks in Jef­ 
ferson City, worked the roads near 
the capital. 
Although the day was 
hot, GovernorMajor stuck to his task 
of directing the wrork of twenty-five 
picked convicts from the penitentiary. 
The 
governor 
w’ore 
overalls 
and 
“bossed” the job as w’ell as if he wras 
a professional road builder. 
“We will do $2,000,000 
worth 
of 
work in the two good roads days,” 
said the governor after receiving re­ 
ports from over the state. 
The party of road workers under 
the supervision of Governor Major 
improved tw’o and one-half miles of 
highway. 
A motor truck and four 
wagons hauled and spread upon the 
bad spots in the road seventy loads of 
gravel. 
The material was obtained from the 
farm of S. S. Hart, who not only do­ 
nated it, but aided in the work. 
The 
governor w’as assisted by State High­ 
way Engineer Hawkins 
and 
Major 
Zach Patterson, his private secretary. 
The governor will put in today in 
the same wray and expects to improve 
practically as much road as was bet­ 
tered yesterday. *

TO STUDY ROAD CONDITIONS 


Data Reing Sought Looking Toward 
Standardized System cf Local 
Read Management. 


Detailed studies of local road build­ 
ing systems in IOO counties are now 
being carried on by the department of 
agriculture in co-operation with the 
state highway departments and local 
road authorities. 
The purpose of this study is to dis­ 
cover the pointe of excellence and de­ 
fect* in existing local methods of 
building and maintaining roads which 
will aid th#) state authorities to put 
local road management on a systema­ 
tized basis. The co-operating state au­ 
thorities have been asked to desig­ 
nate counties that present typical and 
exceptional features as to topography, 
character of road materials, methods 
of construction and maintenance, ad­ 
ministrative organization, methods of 
road financing and traffic conditions. 
From these lists IOO counties will be 
selected, and in these counties the 
division of road economics will make 
intensive studies. 
This investigation ie prompted by 
the fact that there is at present very 
little knowledge as to the most ef­ 
fective and economical methods by 
which a county can develop its roads. 
At present the methods of financing 
local road improvements vary' from

KING ROAD DRAG IS FAVORED 


Hundreds 
of 
Farmers 
of 
Colorado 
Have Pledged Themselves to 
Make Use of Implement. 


State Highway Commissioner T. J. 
Ehrhart of Colorado has announced 
that the state will pay half the cost 
of split-log drags to all counties which 
will furnish these drags free to farm­ 
ers and others pledging themselves to 
use 
them 
on 
their 
roads. 
This 
action followed the strong impression 
made on the highway commission by 
the D. Ward King method of road 
building, as demonstrated at the King 
road rallies held recently at Castle 
Rock, 
Littleton, 
Golden, 
Denver 
Brighton, Loveland, Greeley, Fort Mor 
gan. Fort Collins and Cheyenne. Gov 
ernor Ammons was a regular attend 
ant at the meetings and enthusias 
tically indorses the system. 
Hundreds of farmers have already 
pledged themselves to use the drags 
and as a result it is predicted that 
ruts, bumps and mudholes in the roads 
in this section of the state will soon 
be things of the past, just as this Mis­ 
souri farmer’s method transformed the 
dirt roads of Iowa and a dozen other 
states at practically no expense. 
The following Is King’s condensed 
formula for building and maintaining 
a perfect road with the split-log drag: 
“Build a King drag according to in 
eductions. 
After the first rain, while 
the dirt is still moist but not. sticky, 
hitch the team to the drag so that 
the drag will follow the team at an 
angle of about 45 degrees. Drive with 
one horse on each side of the wheel 
track to your neighbors front gate 
toward town and come home over the 
other wheel track, smoothing the road 
and moving a small amount of earth 
toward the middle. 
“After the next rain or wet spell go 
gain 
Repeat this after each storm 
m il the surface touched by the drag 
is smooth and is slightly higher in 
ho conter than at the sides. 
“Plow a shallow furrow (please no­ 
tice the word ‘shallow’) just outside 
the dragged portion of the road, turn 
■ng the furrow into the dragged por- 
ion. 
Spread this furrow (notice the 
\ord spread’) over the road toward 
Tie conter with the drag. 
When you 
mi sh *he roadway will be about two 
feet wider and the middle will be a 
little higher. 
“After the next rain or storm plow 
igain and drag again, adding two feet 
more to the width and building th#1 
road still a little higher in the center. 
Only plow’ one furrow between rains. 
When the road becomes wide enough, 
quit plowing. Never drag except when 
the soil is moist. 
“This formula is guaranteed to pro 
duce results.” 
A government bulletin giving in 
^tractions for making and using the 
King drag may be obtained by anyone 
desiring to use it on his roads by ad­ 
dressing the agricultural department 
t Washington.

ress along these lines, and it is rather 
significant to note that in these states 
about one-third of the roads have been 
improved. 
According to statistics of 
the agricultural department there was 
expended iii 1899, $22,1 IG in Massachu­ 
setts for the conveyance of pupils to 
consolidated schools, but in 1908 the 
expenditure for this purpose amounted 
to $292,213. 
In Indiana the expendi­ 
ture for this purpose in 1904 amounted 
to $86,000, while in 1908. $290,000 was 
expended. 
This expenditure for trans­ 
portation reflects, in a general way, 
the extent and progress of this new’ 
educational movement. It must not be 
understood that this is an additional 
burden, as the expenditure thus made 
is saved in other directions.

From Europe, So There Arc Few 
That Are Not Affected by 
Conditions There. 


St. Joseph, Mo., Aug. IO.—When 
you go into a drug store nowadays 
and are charged considerably more 
than 
formerly 
for 
a 
prescription, 
don’t blame the druggist, says the 
News-Press. 
It’s the European war 
Many an exclamation of surprise is 
heard these days from persons who 
have prescriptions refilled find are 
charged more than the original price. 
Pharmacists all over the city say 
the prices of all imported drugs have 
been 
greatly 
increased 
ami 
since 
practically all important drugs come 
from Europe, it will readily be seen 
that almost all prescriptions are af­ 
fected. 
Imported toilet articles and 
other wares handled by druggists also 
have increased in price. 
For instance, peroxide of hydrogen, 
a household necessity, which is man­ 
ufactured in Germany, has gone up 50 
per cent. Bottles which up to a week 
ago sold for a dime now* are 15 cents. 
Castile soap, all of the better varie­ 
ties of which are obtained from Italy, 
has gone up 15 cents, cakes that here­ 
tofore sold for IO cents now selling at 
15. 
Imported perfumes 
and 
toilet 
soaps have gone up IO per cent. 


Carbolic Acid Is Up. 
Tho price of carbolic acid, refined 
in Germany and used in every well 
regulated household, has advanced 
from 16 to 74 cents a pound, in the 
crystal form. 
Citric acid, used in 
quantities 
by 
candy manufacturers 
and at soda fountains, and which is 
imported from Italy and Spain, has 
shot up 6 ce a s to $1.80 a pound, an 
advance of 125 per cent. 
St. Joseph soda pop manufacturers 
are scouring the country for citric 
acid, the supply of which, they say, is 
rapidly diminishing. 
Aspirin, from Germany, used for 
relieving headaches, now sells at 84 
cents an ounce, whereas it formerly 
was 41 cents. Phenacetine, from Ger­ 
many, formerly 
was 
31 
cents 
an 
ounce, now is 44 cents. Morphine has 
doubled in price. 
’ Public Is Complaining. 
These are the principal drugs upon 
which increases of price have been 
made. 
However, 
the 
advance 
in 
prices is general, as nearly every im- 
! portant drug comes from tho Euro­ 
pean laboratories. 
“The public naturally is setting up 
an awful complaint about the ad­ 
vance in the price of drugs,’* said a 
druggist today. “However, the retail­ 
ers ami the jobbers are not to blame. 
Drugs are one thing that are vitally 
affected 
by the 
European conflict, 
since practically all important drugs 
either are manufactured or refined 
in Europe. 
Germany, which ii doing 
no shipping, is one of the greatest 
drug manufacturing centers 
in 
the 
world, probably the greatest, and Aus­ 
tria also is an important exporting 
country. 
With the importations from 
these places cut off, it is easy to see 
that prices will begin to soar., Drug­ 
gists are wondering what will be the 
final outcome of the effect the war is 
having on the prices of drugs.”

The raspberry is the queen of all 
small fruits. 
It is delicious both ae a 
fresh fruit and In preserves, and for 
culture the raspberry is adapted to 
both tho garden and the truck farm. 
The canes grow rapidly, the better va­ 
rieties produce heavily the second year, 
and a patch with proper care will last 
for about twelve to fifteen years. 
Spring is the beet time to set out 
raspberry canes. 
If the canes are 
planted in the fall alternate freezing 
aud thawing cause the rootlets to de­ 
cay, 
and 
the plants, 
unfortunately, 
readily winter kill. Among the varie­ 
ties on the market the Cuthbert red 
raspberry is still at the head of the list. 
and in the gardens the canes should 
be planted about three feet apart, In 
rows at least three feet from each 
other. 
For farm planting rows should 
be about six feet distant and the plants 
set out about four feet apart, and, if 
possible, plant the rows 
north 
and 
south, which permits the sun to reach 
all of the fruit, and thus it ripens bet­ 
ter. 
The rows should be cultivated 


gnee or twice in a season. During the 
summer the 
most 
vigorous 
shoots 
should be allowed to grow after being 
placed carefully between two wires 
which are stapled to posts placed 
about twenty feet apart in the row. 
To keep the wires firm during the win­ 
ter, clamp them together with short 
pieces of wire. 
In November, when other garden or 
farm work slackens, pay the raspberry 
patch a visit and trim out all the dead 
canes. 
These should be burned to de­ 
stroy any lurking raspberry borers. 
Trim back the live canes to about four 
feet. 
This compels the plant, when 
growth starts in the spring, to throw 
out numerous side branches and thus 
increase their fruiting capacity. Then 
mulch the rows with leaves, if they 
are abundant, and weight them down 
with a heavy coating of coarse farm 
manure, good compost or chicken ma­ 
nure. 
The decaying organic materials 
furnish humus to the soli, and humus 
is necessary to supply the plants with 
sufficient plant food. The rain and soil 
moisture dissolve the materials which 
plants need, and when the raspberry 
plants take up this moisture they grow 
rapidly and bear profusely. 
Raspberry canes bear about one year 
only, but nature provides a new sup­ 
ply of young canes, so that a patch 
cared for as above described will bear 
annually and last many years, 
and 
since the raspberry blossoms late It is 
practically guaranteed against injury 
from frost 
For this reason a rasp­ 
berry crop is almost a certainty.
